After the American Civil 
Liberties Union filed suit in 
federal court to halt the 
random stop and search of 
Hade men, .about 300 'Communi­ 
ty 'Coalition. m«DB.be.M rallied 
outside City Hall chanting, 
“Stop Police brutality.’* 
Mayor Joseph P. Alioto, who 
ordered the street interroga­ 
tions, was booed by the 
protesters when he left the 
building for the day. A dozen 
persons rocked his sleek black 
limousine and pounded on it 
with sign» as it pulled slowly 
away. 
The racially mixed Coalition 
to Stop Operation Zebra then 
in arched, in 'front off City Hall 
for an hour carrying signs 
reading, “Stop Police Terror,” 
and. “Stop Operation Zebra.” 
“We don’t 'believe this type" of 
operation has anything to do 
with catching the killer,” said 
Vernon Bown, 
a 
coalition 
spokesman. “It’s an excuse to 
harrass and terrorize the black 
community.” 
At least 150 special police 
units have been put on the 
streets writh a single assign­ 
ment —to capture a black male 
who has randomly shot 18 
persons. 12 of them fatally, in 
the city during the past five 
months with a .38 caliber pistol... 
Witnesses and. survivors have 
given 
'police 
a 
composite 
drawing of the suspect and 
more than 500 persons have 
been stopped so far in the 
shakedown code-named “Opera­ 
tion Zebra.” 
Investigators believe as many 
as three or four men may be 
involved in the shootings. 
The ACLU suit filed Monday 
by attorney Anthony Amster­ 
dam of Stanford University 
sought a halt to what is termed 
“indiscriminate stopping, search­ 
ing, interrogating and detain­ 
ing of blacks.” A similar suit 
was filed by the NAACP last 
week.

Part of a Project 
The U.S. team was part of an 
Anglo-American-Egypti an 
mi­ 
ne-sweeping project aimed at 
opening the canal, which has 
been closed, since the 1967 Arab- 
Israeli war. 
Both sides laid mines .in, the 
canal after Israel seized the 
eastern bank during the six-day 
war in 1967. Israel lost part of 
the east bank in the 1973 
conflict, but seized a section of 
the western side from Egypt. 
Egypt called on the United 
States to help in the mine- 
clearing operation after an 
American-sponsored 
disengag­ 
ement accord led Israel to 
abandon the canal earlier this 
year and puli back into the 
Sinai, Desert. 
In the battle for control of 
Mt. Hermon, opposing tanks 
and artillery kept up their 
shelling of each other’s posi­ 
tions on the strategic mountain, 
the Syrian and Israeli com­ 
mands said. 
In Tel Aviv, there was no 
immediate official comment on 
Beirut reports of an Israeli 
force holding positions on the 
Lebanese side of the snow­ 
capped mountain.

PITTSBURGH (UPI) — Sc- 
veral of the nation’s largest oil 
producing companies, including 
Standard Oil Co. (Indiana) and 
Gulf Oil, have reported first 
quarter earnings considerably 
higher than a year ago. 
Gulf said Monday its first 
quarter figure at $290 million, 
or $1.49 per share, up 76 per 
cent over the 1973 quarter when 
ineome was $165 million, or 80 
cents a share. 
Indiana Standard’s first quar­ 
ter figures for 1974 were even 
more impressive with estimat­ 
ed earnings of $219 million, 81 
per cent higher than for the 
same period the previous year.

The blast, which lire depart­ 
ment investigators think was 
caused by an accumulation of 
gas, ripped' away half of the 25- 
story office building and set It 
on fire an hour before the 
morning traffic rush Monday, 
blowing out windows of adja­ 
cent apartments, and injuring 
nearly 100 persons. Most of the 
injured were hit by flying glass. 
Bomb Threat Telephoned 
A bomb threat had been 
telephoned to the building April 
12. but police said they found 
no evidence that explosives 
caused toe blast, and firemen 
said evidence indicated, it was 
caused" by a. gas leak. 
A maintenance man Injured 
in the blast, Richard Swanson, 
told authorities he smelled gas 
as he entered the lobby of the 
building just before the explo­ 
sion. 
Preston Bridges, an eyewit­ 
ness. was near the building 
walking to work when the 
explosion occurred about 7 a.m. 
“You could hear it —psshh! 
—and toen, with a snap of your 
finger, the explosion. Bricks 
started flying,” he said. He 
escaped, injury. 
Bricks, mortar and splinters 
of glass sprayed on passersby. 
Ninety-three persons, including 
11 policemen, were hurt, eight 
seriously. Seventy persons were 
taken to hospitals, fire officials 
said. Another 23 were treated 
at the scene.

Orders Buildings Vacated 
The fire department ordered 
three adjacent apartment build­ 
ings vacated for 24 hours “so 
that the stability of the 
buildings can be determined.” 
In one of them, the Envoy 
Towers, an 18-story building a 
block from the United Nations, 
every window was blown out.

Equal Energy In 


Years To Come 


Who would have suspected 
that when the first apple core 
was tossed on, the ground, such 
a luge problem, would develop. 
From that day 'to this the in­ 
creasing accumulation, of trash, 
and garba,ge has finally caught 
up with us. 
Now we have tons and tons 
of it. In fact, some four billion 
tons 
of 
solid 
waste 
each 
year, . .just in the United States 
alone. According to the experts, 
t h e 
greatest 
amount 
is 
agricultural waste—about 50 .per 
cent. 'The second largest source 
is mining waste—about 40' per 
cent. 
And 
industrial, 
waste 
contributes another 3 per cent. 
These three categories add up 
to 94 per cent of this country’s 
solid waste load. 
Strange a^ it seems, however, 
the 
big problem 
lies in the 
remaining 6 per cent—the 250 
million 
tons 
of 
garbage 
(or 
waste, if you prefer) that the 
taxpayer 
must 
pay 
to 
have 
removed. . .newspapers, 
refrigerators, 
tissues, 
rags, 
tire>. boxes, cans, and bikes, 
or what have you. 
Because our population keeps 
growing and our lifestyle keeps 
growing 
and 
getting 
more 
complex. Our rural areas have 
it. Our urban areas have it. Our 
suburban areas have it. But it 
seems 
to 
thrive 
in 
our 
municipal urban areas where 
the problems of collection and 
disposal are greater. And that’s 
where the big expenses come 
in. 
It costs about $4.5 to $5 billion 
a year to collect it and get rid 
of it — 80 per cent for the 
collection and only 20 per cent 
for the disposal (the biggest 
headache). Where to get rid of 
it after it’s collected? Open 
dumps 
are 
impractical 
and 
illegal 
Sanitary 
landfills 
are 
becoming 
more 
and 
more 
remote. Incinerators—especially 
the 
older 
ones—either 
con­ 
taminate 
or 
are 
inadequate. 
Recycling 
of 
some 
trash 
materials 
can 
help. . .to 
a 
degree. 
The most logical answer to 
our 
energy 
and 
solid waste 
problems seems to be an ec- 
c e l e r a t e d development of 
municipal 
resource 
recovery 
systems. 
These 
systems 
can 
recover valuable raw materials 
from our municipal trash ac­ 
cumulations 
more 
completely 
and 
economically 
than 
the 
voluntary unstructured efforts 
in which so few take an active 
party. 
After metals and glass have 
been separated, they become 
valuable scrap which can be re­ 
used. The high energy value oí 
what remains will extend our 
available supply of oil, gas and 
coal 
in 
the 
reproduction 
of 
steam and power. 
There 
is 
also 
a 
hidden 
dividend. . .the 
systems 
ap­ 
proach will result in significant 
savings in trash handling costs. 
These dollar savings can then 
be utilized to augment cora- 
m u n i t y 
c l e a n u p 
and 
beautification 
p r o g r a m s . 
Tremendous 
sums 
that 
are 
currently being spent on out­ 
moded trash collections systems 
and wasteful disposal system 
will become available as new 
techniques are applied to our 
solid waste problems. In fact, 
some of these new techniques 
are already in action in dif­ 
ferent parts of the country. 
Because muncipal solid waste 
is high in organic content, it 
can be utilized as an economical 
and 
ecological fuel in urban 
areas where the nation’s energy 
demands are the highest. To 
some extent, the utilization of 
municipal '.¡lid waste as a fuel 
w ill help relieve 
the current 
i w g\ crises a> well as help 
in 
disposing 
of 
solid 
waste 
through resource recovery . . . 
with another benefit, extending 
the landfill site life.

Somehow I come awray with 
the feeling this whole thing was 
never a matter of life or death 
with him. For some reason, I 
keep thinking it didn't really 
matter that much to him 
whether or not he ever became 
the first black golfer to be 
invited to the Masters. 
What do I base my opinion 
on? 


On Lee Elder himself. 
I remember speaking with 
him about the Masters and he 
told me it wasn’t that impor­ 
tant to him whether he ever 
played there or not. The way he 
said it struck me as if he 
meant it. 
My reaction is that Lee Elder 
was much more excited about 
his sudden-death playoff w ith 
Jack Nicklaus in the American 
Golf Classic six years ago, even 
though he lost it, than he will 
be over the Masters' invitation 
when it comes. 


What’ll He do Anyway? 
What's he going to do. run 
around, show it to his friends 
and say, look, this is my 
invitation to the Masters' 
Every touring golfer lives ior 
the day he wins his first big 
tournament. 
Lee Elder, on the tour six 
years now, finally did that in 
Pensacola, Fla , Sunday. He 
won the Monsanto Open by 
beating Britain’s young, im­ 
proving Peter Oosterhuis on the 
fourth playoff hole and along 
with the $30,045 first prize and 
satisfaction the victory brought 
Elder, there also was an 
obvious measure of relief. 
“I’m happy it’s over with," 
he said. 
Those are the same words 
Hank Aaron used two weeks 
ago although there certainly is 
no intention here of comparing 
their individual accomplish­ 
ments because they are not 
even in the same class. 


He Got Tired of It 
True. Elder was under some 
pressure because members ot 
the media frequently asked him 
how he felt about playing in the 
Masters. He was asked so 
often, like Aaron, he grew tired 
of hearing the same question 
Lately, Elder wasn’t asked so 


much. Jim Dent, a younger 
black player on the tour, was 
asked more frequently and he 
was growing as weary over the 
question as Elder. 
Actually, Lee Elder wasn’t 
sure how he felt about the 
Masters after Sunday’s win in 
the Monsanto. 
He answered both ways, as 
he has before. 
At one point he said he’d 
have to wait and see what he’d 
do when he received the 
Masters’ invitation, then, rev­ 
ersed his field. 
i ’ll definitely accept the 
invitation to the Masters,” he 
said. “No doubt about it. It’s a 
place I’ve wanted to play for a 
long time. Now that it's come 
about, I'm happy about it. I’m 
looking forward to going there 
next year.” 
If nothing else, Lee Elder’s 
win at Pensacola made a whole 
lot of people feel better. 
For one, it 
made Cliff 
Roberts, the autocratic head 
man of the Masters feel better 
because he has been saying for 
years that a black man would 
be eligible to play if he 
qualifies and now' he can prove 
it. 
CBS Feels Better 
For two, it made CBS feel 
better. 
The network couldn’t help but 
have some corporate qualms 
about televising a major event 
in which the historical absence 
ot any blacks annually pops up 
as an embarrasing topic of 
conversation. 
For three. Elder's accom­ 
plishment makes all the black 
leaders in the community feel 
much better. Another major 
breakthrough. 
The fact is Lee Elder’s 
participation in the Masters 
isn’t really going to change 
things that much there. 
The fact is Lee Elder is not 
the Jackie Robinson of golf 
either.

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CRIME’S VICTIMS 
Victims are the most neglected conse­ 
quence of crime. Statistically, the risk of 
becoming a victim of crime is demonstrated 
by the rate of lawlessness. But 'this is only a 
small part of the full story. 
Those whose lives are lost, whose persons 
are injured, and whose property is taken by 
crime are not its only victims. Crime is bad 
enough when its impact is confined to those 
persons it personally accosts. But lawbreak- 
ing is rarely that selective. 
Crime often causes far-reaching damage to 
many innocent persons beyond the scope of 
its individual acts. This is nothing new to an 
experienced law enforcement officer. I am, 
however, painfully reminded of the fact when 
reviewing the circumstances of the murders 
of law enforcement officers throughout the 
Nation. 
The record-setting toll of 134 local, county, 
State, and Federal law enforcement officers 
killed due to felonious acts in 1973 is a 
sorrowful figure. It is a tragic count. Even 
more grievous, perhaps, than the loss of these 
valiant officers’ lives is the fact that their 
deaths left nearly three times their number in 
immediate family survivors. The fabric of 
considerably more than 300 lives of men, 
women, and children was severely torn with 
the loss of a husband, a father, a son, or a 
brother. The tentacles of crime had, at the 
moment of these deaths, seized the loved ones 
in a terrifying grip which would likely leave 
its ugly imprint on their hearts and minds for 
the remainder of their lives. And this says 
nothing of the shattered remnants of their 
livelihood. 
These survivors, as well as any persons 
similarly affected by the commission of 
crime, are truly victims. If the number of the 
officers’ survivors is at all representative, 
society has reason to shudder at the huge 
group of persons spiritually and functionally 
impoverished by the more than 18,500 
murders, for example, which occurred in 
1972. 
Yet, we hear very little about the victims of 
crime. The reports of their loss too often are 
the sole accounts of their plight or their 
demise. Tttis is in puzzling contrast to the 
frequently prolonged, hand-wringing appeals 
made in behalf of those who commit crime. 
There seems to be no scarcity of spokesmen 
who will concoct any rationale from any 
platform to excuse persons accused or 
convicted of crime. 
Certainly, our society must not ignore the 
criminal offender. The community has an 
obligation to see that he is afforded every 
protection the law provides and, if convicted, 
a responsibility to seek his meaningful 
rehabilitation. 
However, I cannot help but wonder if more 
public attention on the victims of crime would 
help serve as a strong crime deterrent. 
Surely, their stories of suffering and mental 
anguish would better capture the misery and 
meanness of crime, hopefully to an extent 
that might even trigger the conscience of all 
but the worst would-be offenders. Further­ 
more, it would put lawlessness in its proper 
perspective—as a clear menace to society 
rather than a seemingly lifeless event which 
simply involves prosecutors and the police 
pitted against an accused. 
We should all strive to remember, not 
forget, the victims of crime.

Now, in a report by the 
General Accounting Office, the 
Indians’ point has been made in 
the detailed and precise lan­ 
guage of government investiga­ 
tors and accountants.

HEW has been pointing out 
disease is a national health 
problem of epidemic propor­ 
tions. Gonorrhea, for example, 
is second only to the common 
cold as the most widespread 
contagious 
disease 
in

nation. Yet, according to the 
GAO, “the .reported rate of 
venereal disease among Indians 
is many times higher than the 
rate reported for the total U.S. 
population. 
“Despite these facts, IHS has 
not developed a comprehensive 
program for controlling the 
spread of venereal disease in 
the Indian population ” 
White Man’s Disease 
Alcoholism, a white man’s 
disease introduced to the Indian 
in the 17th century, is probably 
the major Indian health prob­ 
lem. 
The 
GAO 
said 
IHS 
estimates “linked as much as 60 
per cent of the demand on the 
health care system at the six 
service units (studied by GAO1) 
directly 
and 
indirectly 
to 
alcohol.” 
The IHS said that alcoholism 
also works to adversely affect 
“the economic functioning of 
the whole of Indian, society. 
“Most accidents, homicides, 
assaults and suicide attempts 
are associated with drinking,” 
the GAO said. 
The IHS concurred with most 
of the GAO’s findings. But it 
pointed out, as did the angry 
Indians who seized the B1A in 
1972, “that some implementing 
actions would be costly.”

Red Cross volunteers, aided 
by disaster specialsts flown into 
the stricken towns, were giving 
emergency aid to victims in 
these and more than a dozen 
other south Mississippi com­ 
munities. Mobile 
Red Cross 
disaster vans were circulating 
in the disaster oreas providing 
food for flood sufferers and 
emergency workers. 
American Red Cross shelter 
operations for the thousands of 
victims of the April. 3 tornado 
strikes in 12 states have ended, 
but hundreds of persons con­ 
tinue to be fed as disaster 
w o r k e r s concentrate on 
providing individual assistance 
for the 
estimated 
10.000 
families who will require ad­ 
ditional Red Cross help. 
In the storm-affected area 
around Xenia and Cincinnati, 
Ohio, 
Louisville, 
Kv., 
and 
Birmingham, Ala.., most of the 
homeless victims have been 
helped to move into temporary 
quarters or are staying with 
relatives or friends until their 
homes can be made habitable 
again. The Red Cross continues 
to provide food for those who 
need it. 
Many families in the stricken 
communities already have re­ 
ceived individual Red Cross help 
with 
the 
replacement 
of 
essential household furnishings, 
minor home repairs, food or­ 
ders, assistance with medical 
and nursing care, and the 
replacement 
of occupational 
supplies and equipment, per- 
scription medicines, eye glasses 
and other prosthetic devices 
To date, this Red Cross help 
has been .given to 1.632 families 
in the Xenia area; 664 families 
in nine Kentucky, Ohio and 
Indiana counties is the Ci- 
cinnati area; 1,385 fa millet in 
the region around Louisville;
